POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS,

| THE OPEN RUN. 

Writin on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
T'unea, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
When the space is too large to cover over, if 

it is an earth or gravel run, it should be 
well drained; and the surface raked over 
daily with a fine rake, so as to prevent 
the manure from getting ' down into the 
soil, If there is a grass run, it should 
be swept every week with a coarse yard 
broom, and in summer sprinkled with 
water in which a pinch of permanganate 
of potash is dissolved. Part of the run 
should be roofed, and the floor kept very 
clean, where the ‘fowls can be fed, Some- 
times a good plan is to divide the run 
_intea. two and place the house in the 
centre. On one half the birds may run, 
whilst ‘iti the other some. quick- -growing 
vegetables or ae is grown, and this 
changed following year.

WORLD CENSUS OF MOTOR CARS. 
The world ratio of motor cars to popula- 
tion declined slightly in 1931, according 
to an American official report. Last year 
there was one car for every 56.5 persons, 
as compared with one car to every 54 the 
year before. This decline was due to a 
‘decrease of 2.8 per cent. in the registra- 
tions in the United States of America, 
which more than offset an increase of 
early two per cent. in motor cars owned 
in foreign countries. The United States 
still, however, holds the first place, with 
a ratio of one car for every 4.77 persons ; 
Hawaii comes second with one to seven ; 
Canada and New Zealand are third with 
one to eight, and Australia fourth with 
one to 12. The Irish Free State had one 
motor car to every 56 persons on January 
1st, 1952, as compared with one to 61 on 
the same day in 1931.

I have often watched, during the last 
days of autumn, t’.%se indefatigable busy- 
bodies, the rooks, and wondered what 1s 
the real caus» of their agitation. Probably 
food, since they are particularly active 
in and about the oaks and beeches; but 
it is difficult to .c») why so much energy 
should be expended in cawing and flutter- 
ing aimlesslv round. There is hardly a 
clump of trees in the country that -does 
not harbour a colony of rooks at this time 
oi the year, and from these ~antaye points 
they are ready to descend with beak and 
claw on the nearest haggard. Corn stacks, 
unless closely thatched with bent or 
covered by tarpaulins, provide delectable 
feasting for rooks. while the ordinary 
scarecrow flapping-imn the wind is only a 
deterrent. Indeed, on one occa- 
sion a farmer of my acquaintance spent 
some time in the artistic arrangement of 
one of these lay figures, only to find a 
rook perched on it next morning. The 
most effective scarecrow consists of a few 
dead rooks hung on a pole, a grim and 
silent warning which strikes terror into 
the hearts of the noisy marauders.

NOBEL PRIZE FOR 
BRITAIN. 


DOCTORS’ NERVE CELL 
‘DISCOVERIES, 


The Nobel Prize for Medicine for 1932 has 
becn awarded in equal parts to Professor Edgar 
Douglas Adrian, F.R.S., Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and to Sir Charles 
Sherrington, F.R.S., Waynflete Professor of 
Physiology at Oxford, and member of the 
Medical Research Council of the Privy 
Council, for their discoveries concerning the 


functions of the neurone (the nerve cell and 


its processes). 

“Sir Charles and I have not been working 
together,” said Professor Adrian last night, 
“but Lam very gratified to be in such 
good company in the award. 

“Our work has been on slightly different 
lines. I have been concerned mostly with the 
sense organs and the nerves. My researches 
have dealt to a great extent with the elec- 
trical investigation of the messages that come 
up and down the YMmuscles. Sir Charles has 
been more concerned with the activity of the 
central nervous system.

‘be encamped on the railway station 
when we arrived in search of thie train that 
was to carry us from Moscow to Nijni- 
Novgorod. Try to picture the scene. 

Dingy by day, the Russian railway station 
by night is the last word in dreariness. 
‘Sickly lights glimmer over Jong platforms 
which stretch away to an apparent infinity. 
In this semi-illumination the, platforms are 
littered with the recumbent forms of pesca 
and mechanics, most of them bivouacked with 
their families around piles of bedding, tin 
cans, and all the other paraphernalia which 
forms the Russian traveller's burden. 

A. train steams in, and hundreds of these 
prostrate figures become suddenly active. 
Gathering up their baggage and babies, 
they oui for the entrances of the 
coaches,“ pursued by hundreds more 
who have. emerged from the  waiting- 
rooms and buffets, where they have 
heen drinking ins'!pid «beverages or dozing 
on the bare wooden seats. The train steams 
away, and the station looks as it looked 
before. One drop has been drained from a 
limitless human ocean. 

We arrived at nine o’clock—a party of 
about thirty foreign tourists, shepherded by 


ia Russian guide—to catch a train which left 


at ten. The native population of the station 
was comatose, the tourists a little thrilled, 
and the guide flustered. Russian guides are 
always fenaved when they catch a train 
with only one hour to spare. 

The guide’s excitement grew more and more 
intense, until at half-past nine it bordered 
on panic. Then came the discovery that 
someone had blundered, and that instead of 
going by the ten o'clock train we should 
have to wait until midnight. On the guide 
this discovery had a soothing effect; it im- 
mediately brought out all the latent fatalism 
of her ‘race. The rest of us were consumed 
with helpless rage. 


THE DIRTIEST TRAIN. 


We travelled that night on the dirtiest 
train I have ever seen, with the most 
picturesque group of fellow-passengers I have 
ever met. These stretched themselves on 
their g$helves, with just a glimpse of grimy 


‘ankles protruding past the partitions, and 


promptly began to snore. We, too, lay down 
with thoughts of sy is We spent the whole 
night. catching»bugs : huge ferocious creatures, 
which came first in single spies and then in 
battalions: Dawn, which found us heavy of 
eye and irritated of flesh, brought the 
peasants clattering down from their shelves 
to rummage in their sacks for cucumbers and 
great.slabs of rye bread, which they tore 
apart with their fingers. For us, there was 
no breakfast, Our first “meal. that day 
occurred at two o’clock in the afternoon, after 
our arrival at Nijni-Novgorod. erie 

Quaint and old-world are two adjectives 
which might be applied to Nijni. There are 
other less favourable adjectives which are 
also suitable. At all events, it certainly 
belongs to earlier centuries than this. The 
people in the streets are peasants par 
excellence, ange creatures with matted, 
rope-like beards, shoes of plaited straw, 
and such a general air of _ sartorial 
decrepitude as one would imagine could not 
be achieved without deliberate intent... Nijni 
looks less like a town than a university rag. 


A FORD FACTORY. 


Within walking distance of this mediaeval 
relic stands a Ford mator factory. While I 
went forth into the streets of Nijni.to study. 
human nature in its most remarkable forms, 
and while others of our party lay down to 
make up arrears of rest, many of the tourists 
were drivén out to Antostroy to see this 
factory. They arrived before a htge build- 
ing, and the guide swept his arm out in a 
grandiloquent flourish. 
“Bee!” he exclaimed. 
factory.”’ 

“ Yes,” said the tourists, looking dubiously 
at the closed gates. 
“ And now,” said 
back.” 

This factory, erected at terrific cost after 
the purchase of plans, motor parts, blue 
prints, and brains from Henry Ford, is the 
one undertaking in all Russia which has 
caused most sleepless nights to the pundits 
of the State Planning Commission. Designed 
to turn out 140,000 uutomobiles a year, it was 
at that time admittedly turning out only 120 
a week. The guides will discuss the failure 
volubly, until you ask what exactly ts wrong, 
and then they shut up like a public-house at 
closing time. The fact is, of course, that 
they do not know. Nobody knows anything 
about this factory, except that in a country 
where almost every kind of world’s record 
has been set up in the way of industrial 
enterprise this happens to be the undertaking 
which probably holds the record for fre- 
quency and extent of breakdowns, and that 
visitors are row excluded because they would 
be “in the way.” 


“ON THE VOLGA, 

Nijni stands on an eminence overlooking 
the broad sweep of the Volga, on a headland 
formed by its confluence with one of its 
tributaries. That night we set out to travel 
by water to Kineshma, a journey of twenty- 
four hours’ duration, most of the time being 
spent in stopping at village landing stages, 
where peasants came aboard with their 
bundles. I sometimes wondered as I watched 
them streaming aboard the boat in their 
dozens what the Russian countryman does to 
pass the time when he is not travelling. 

No longer along the banks of Russia’s Ol’ 
Man River do shanty-singing peasants sweat 
and strain at the ropes of barges. Paddle 
steamers have supplanted them. Incidentally, 
these steamers are very pleasant to 
travel upon, except when it becomes neces- 
sary to visit a lavatory; while the food is 
comparatively good, apart from the fact that 
any menu which is provided along the Volga 
is always overburdened with sturgeon, and 
of all the fish that ever swam there is none 
that can become more cloying to the appe- 
tite than sturgeon, It was through eating 
sturgeon that I first made the discovery that 
in the hands of the right sort of cook, fish 
can be served as tough as fairly tough 
meat. 

We travelled by train from Kineshma to 
Ivanovo-Vosnesensk, a journey which ‘occu- 
pied from seven o'clock in the evening until 
eleven, and to beguile the time we burst into 
song. I had always heard of the Russians 
as a race with a taste for good music, but, 
not being a critic, I can hardly venture an 
opinion as to whether our experience that 
bha confirms or disproves the legend. At 
all events, Orpheus with his lute could not 
have charmed more effectively the peasant 
passengers on that train than we did with 
our voices, 

Flocking from the uttermost ends of the 
train, they clustered thickly in the corridors 
on each side of our little party, crowding 
perilously on the sleeping-shelves and hang-

clue, except that he was a teetotaller. A 
bottle of beer which had been in the pocket 
of the cont was thoughtfully left for me on

I found the hotel manager and told him of 
the occurrence. He seemed very interested. 
When I returned half an hour later, 
however, to ask him what had been 
done about it, I found him far less ready 
to listen. Really, he suggested, I 
was becoming a bit of a bore, constantly re- 

eating a story which he had already heard. 

n the end, however, I induced him to. send 
for a policeman. : 

The law duly arrived, and I repeated to 
him, through an interpreter, my story. He 
nodded sagaciously, and when 1 had finished 
the interpreter said to me reassuringly, * Lhat 
is all right He will write that down.” 

Personally, I was not so easily satisfied. 
My intention had not been to give the police- 
man material for a novel, but to recover my 
coat. Later, it seemed, that the same thought 
occurred to the policeman, for he returned to 
pay me another visit, this time nits with 
sundry forms and questivnnaires. The ques- 
tions were interesting. 

He began by asking me my name, then my 
occupation, and then the name and. address 
of my employers. When I mentioned Dublin 
he turned to the interpreter and asked if 
Dublin was a word. The interpreter assured 
him that it was, and with’ rather a dubious 
air he wrote it down. I was already begin- 
ning to wonder whether I had had a coat 
Stolen from me or had been brought before 
him on a charge of stealing somebody 
else’s coat. y the time he had 
finished interrogating me abont my 
education, and when I had answered his ques- 
tions: as to what trade union and what politi- 
Gal party I belonged to, the answers being 
duly entered on his form, I felt quite sure 
that I was a criminal who had been caught 
red-handed. He filled four sheets with the 
particulars of my antecedents and my coat, 
and then went away, obviously congratulating 
himself on having accomplished a good night's 
work. I never saw my coat again, but I 
have no doubt that the policeman got pro- 
motion for his masterly handling of the case. 


MANCHESTER OF RUSSIA. 


Ivanovo is the Russian Manchester, a few 
years ago an unmapped village, and now the 
textile centre of the entire Soviet Union. 
While there I inspected a spinning mill, 
equipped with machinery from Lancashire. A 
Lancashire woman, who had been connected 
with the cotton industry most of her life, and 
who had travelled among the party of tourists 
with which I came from Moscow, told me 
that it was the most modern and efficient 
spinning mill she had ever seen. It was a 
great tribute, though slightly offset by the 
fact. which I afterwards learned, that. she 
had not been in an English mill for five or 
six years. 

To my own inexpert eye it seemed an 
efficiently-ruan concern, but I was struck by 
the prevalence of cotton fluff  float- 
ing in the air, and I am told that 
this would not be so prevalent in an English 
factory. Amidst all the indications of the 
Seviet State’s solicitude for its workers, one 
does sometimes find health-injuring conditions 
in their industrial undertakings which would 
be prevented by the British factory Acts. 

““Once a bourgeois, always a bourgeois,”’ 
they say in Russia. I found that they were 
right. I thought that my vagabondage among 
the Bolsheviks had stripped me of all 
bourgeois prejudices. I had abandoned shaving, 
I ate my food as readily with the aid of my 
fingers as with knife and fork. and I 
addressed all and sundry as ‘‘ Comrade.” 
The great test came, however, when I went 
to bathe at the public bathing place at 
Ivanovo, 


THE BATHING PARADE. 


The public bathing place was a field inter. 
sected by a brook, and the field was thronged 
with human forms--male and female—every 
one of them. stark naked, and all totally 
unselfconscious. I went with an English 
lady, and we sat in the middle of the field, 
back to back, to undress, and then donned 
hathing costumes. It would, perhaps, be an 
exaggeration to say that we provided a 
sensation, but we ._— certainly aroused 
interest among the more youthfwl swimmers, 
though whether their principal emotion was 
disgust at our bourgeoisie or admiration of 
our daring in thus outraging the conventions 
I would hesitate to declare. After resuming 
our clothes we left the field at the head of 
an excited procession. It is not often, | 
gathered, that the bourgeoisie comes to 
bathe among the proletariat. . 

Post offices the world over are the butt of 
criticism, and so it gave me quite a homely 
feeling to pick up a Moscow newspaper one 
day and find catalogued there a series of 
accusations of inefficiency against the 
Russian postal system. However, said the 
newspaper, a plan is going to be prepared to 
remodel the system. i am glad to hear that, 
because remodelling oí the Soviet postal 
system cannot come a day too soon. 

My own party were the victims of this in- 
efficiency at Ivanovo, My party, I should 
mention, *the full strength of which was six 
members; had now shrunk to three, the 
others being still in Moscow. At Ivanovo 
one of our trio fell seriously ill, just as we 
were contemplat'ing setting out on the 
twenty-seven hours’ railway journey to 
Leningrad. A long day and night in a 
Russian train was - obviously. not a 


suitable experience for a sick man, and 


we decided instead to content ourselves with 
the all-night train journey to Moscow. As 
a preliminary, we sent a telegram to the rear- 
guard of our party in Moscow to announce 
our coming. 


A LEISURELY TELEGRAM. 
The point of this story is that when Í 
had made the journey to Moscow, starting off 
with one invalid and arriving with two, | 
found that the telegram had not been 
received. We all spent the following day in 
Moscow, and when we left the telegram 
had still not turned up. Whether it ever 
arrived I do not know, but it probably came 
a few days later, in the leisurely fashion 
which, I understand, is peculiar to Russian 
telegrams. Another visitor told me of a 
telegram which she sent from Kiev the day 
before she left for Moscow, and which 
reached Moscow a day after her own arrival 
there. 

That is the telegraph system. The tele- 
phone system is rather more chaotic. Tens 
of thousands of. houses and flats in Moscow 
are equipped with telephones, and the 
customary method ‘of ‘making a call there is 
to bawl into the receiver for half an hour 
number, 
and then, after giving the number, to bawl 
for another half an hour, and finally abandon 
the joh as hopeless. The State Plannin 
Commission, it seems, are going to change a 
that. They are up against a terrific task, but 
somehow, I imagine, they will succeed. 

That, I cannot help thinking, sums up.the 
future of Russia as far as it can be seen. The 
foree of ruthless determination and intricate 
planning is being applied to the mass of in- 
efficiency and inexperience. Will the force 

rove irresistible or the mass immoveable ? 

one can say; but if sacrifice is the path to 
success, then Russia is on the right road.

Three scenes—two from Monckton Hoffe s 
“Many Waters" and one from Mark Twam— 
were given by the company on the little 
stage which has been erected in their rooms, 
aud the secretary, Miss Matthews, explained 
how the new society came into being. 

She pcimted out that last year the 
Elizabethan Dramatic Society was the only 
one functioning in Trinity College, and it was 
restricted in its membership to women. Per- 
mission was obtained from the Board to in- 
clude men in the cast of “‘ The Lady with the 
Lamp,” and this proved such a success 
when produced at the Gate Theatre that 1 
was felt that the time had arrived for the 
formation of a new dramatic society to in- 
clude members of both sexes. The Board has 
now given permission for tlus to be done, and 
the result is the Dublin University Players. 

The launching of this society may be a very 
important step forward as regards dramatic 
art in Trinity College. Dr. Walter. Starkie, 
in his speech yesterday, said that he con- 
sidered drama to be of such importance that 
it should be included in the undergraduate 
course, but in Trinity College it has never 
been included even in undergraduate life. 
Drama, in fact, has had less place there than 
in almost any other university. 

The University Dramatic Society did, of 
course, exist, put—at the risk of speaking ill 
of the dead—one has to say that it regarded 
itself more as a social club than as a dramatic 


society, and that its annual productions were 
quite unworthy of the University. A few 
years ago, however, the Elizabethan Dramatic 
Society came into being, and quickly — 
a reputation for good plays and intelligent 
acting. Being an offshoot of the Ehzabethan 
Society, it was confined to women members, 
and this greatly handicapped it in the matter 
of casting. 


BOARD’S APPROBATION. 

On the demise of the Dublin University 
Dramatic Society, the Elizabethan (as Miss 
Matthews remarked yesterday) became_ the 
only dramatic society in the University, and 
the inclusion of men m the cast this year 
gave somebody the idea of starting this new 
venture. Thus the Elizabethan must be 
accepted as the parent of the Players, and 
one can only hope that its good tradition 
will be continued, 

At last there seems to be the possibility of a 
really good and _ representative dramatic 
society in Trinity College, ‘hich will keep 
abreast of the theatre movement in this 
country, and, perhaps, give it a lead occasion- 
ally. Now that the ground is clear, there is 
no reason why it should not attain a position 
at least as high as the dramatic societies of 
Oxford and Cambridge, so long as it takes care

DROGHEDA Thursday. 

The new double hopper coal sereen and 
shoot erected On the Wrogheda quay beside 
the coal dépots by Messrs. McGee, of Ardee, 
was ofliciaiily imtiated into service by the 
Mayor of Drogheda (Alderman J. Dowd). 

lt is a most modern device, which will 
considerably expedite the unloading and 
despatch of Messrs. McGee's coal at the 
quays. It is a steel structure, some thirty- 
hive feet high, which receives the coal from 
the crane bucket, extracts the slack from it, 
und shoots the screened coal into one lorry 
and the slack into another. It 1s capable of 
screening and loading about 280 tons of coal 
per day, aud has been specially designed 
to suit conditions of discharge in Drogheda, 
being, in point of fact, the first of its type 
wai «Rei, for use in, and erected in, the 
lrish Free State. 

At the opening ceremony the Mayor said 
that the Harbour Board had been at great 
pains to try and inerease the coal import 
trade at Drogheda and to facilitate merchants 
in handling cargoes expeditiously. He was 
giad to say that their efforts had met with 
success. -

clarations: against foreign debt 

cancellation do not necessarily 
mean that there shall be no discussion of the 
matter with foreign Powers. or no accom- 
modation or amelioration of the terms of the 
debts. 

“ We propose to remain, as we have already 
shown ourselves, a generous creditor, but not 
in any case to the detriment of United States 
citizens. 

'“ Whatever arrangements may be made 
must be for the benefit of the United States. 

“ The American tariff does not prevent the 
payment of inter-Governmental debts.’’ 

These are points from a striking election 

speech made to-day by the Under Secretary of 
State, Mr. William R. Castle, who added that 
since both parties had declared against debt 
cancellation, debts are not themselves a 
political issue. 
_ The idea recently expressed, that by lower- 
ing the American tariff through bargaining 
treaties, the European nations might ship to 
the United States goods in quantities large 
enough to enable them easily to pay thew 
debts, was discussed months ago, he said, by 
those of the Government who have been in- 
formally talking over the question. 


PAYMENT IN GOODS. 


“We discarded the idea, for to be of any 
real effect on the capacity of those nations to 


pay the amounts sent to this country would 
ave to be so stupendous that United States |- 


business would be strangled, and the debt 
payments would not approach the deficit re- 
sulting from vinta á income tax receipts. It 
would, quite literally, mean asking the United 
States people to ay the debts themselves. 

A far more helptul idea is that we should 
adjust the debts’ agreements and increase 
the European consumption of our 
own goods. That is a real plan for 
bringing back our leng-songht prosperity. 
if it were not so much discussed this 
question of debts would not leom so large as 
it does in the economic world. The sums 
the various nations are obliged to pay us 
are small, indeed, compared with the sums 
they spend annually on armaments, 

Mr. Castle concluded with a reference to 
the forthcoming World Economic Con- 
ference. 

‘We earnestly hope,” he said, “that the 
World Economic Conference in L ‘ 
which will not discuss tariff rates, but will 
certainly discuss the principle of tarifis and 
other trade restrictions in general, will take 
such a step forward in wrGing the adoption 
of a general most-favoured-nation principle 
for everyone that those who like to play 
with the idea of bargaining or competit:ve 
tarifis will consider it wiser to hold their 
peace for a long time to come,’’

AMBITIOUS CORK PLAN.

BUSINESS PREMISES. 


INFORMATION FOR INCOME 
TAX PURPOSES. 

The Revenue Authdrities are now about to 
issue forms to occupiers and landlords of | 
business premises yequiring them to furnish | 
certain information in regard to the rents of | 
the premises, so that assessments of income 
tax may be made thereon in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 6 of the Finance | 
Act, 1082. 

The forms must be completed, and returned 
within twenty-one days, failing which esti- 
mated assessments in respect of the profit 
rents of the premises may be made consider- 
ably in excess of the actual net profit. The 
main idea of the form is to enable the Re- 
venue Authorities to compile the net profits 
after making allowances for repairs, rents, 
insurance, rates, costs of collection or manage- 
ment, arising from the property, with a view 
to an assessment thereon. If the net profit 
is Jess than the valuation, the tax will, as 
heretofore, be charged on the valuation only. 
If the net profit exceeds the valuation, then 
the tax will be charged under Schedule D in 
respect of the excess only. This will, of 
course, be in addition to the tax already 
charged on the valuation of the property 
under Schedule A. 

The forms, it should be noted, are to be 
completed in respect of business premises 
only, and not in respect of the rents of dwell- 
ing houses let to tenants for residential pur- 
poses only. No definition of what consti- 
tutes “ business’’ premises appears on the 
form, and, no doubt, this aspect of the

He holds positively that the 
Smoot-Hawley import duties’ of last year 
raised the American tariff wall to a height 


virtually a dead loss ; for there is no com- 
pensation. Up to a certain point an 
ad-erse balance of trade in the case of a 
country such as the Free State can be 
ignored. The people have large sums of 
money invested in outside securities, and 
there is a very substantial income in the 
shape of “ invisible exports.’’ At the most 
hopeful estimate, however, the Free State’s 
income from external sources does not 
exceed #£11,000,000 per annum. Every 
halfpenny in excess of that sum which 
leaves the Free State represents an inroad 
on the national capital. In September, 
1931, the Free State exported motor 
tractors to the value of nearly £135,000; 
last month she exported none. Money is 
leaving the country in substantial sums, 
while virtually nothing is coming in; and 
the lack of ready cash is beginning to make 
itself felt everywhere. Apparently, the 
Free State Government is doing nothing 
to improve the situation. Since the 
collapse of the London negotiations it has 
been content to allow matters to drift, and 
Mr. de Valera seems to be quite happy. 
In his opinion, the people need to ex- 
perience privation before they can 
appreciate the blessings of national inde- 
pendence, and, undoubtedly, they are 
being subjected to a strict regimen. We 
wonder, however, whether Mr. Norton and | 
his six Labour colleagues in Ddil Fireann 
are equally well satisfied. They are carry- 
ing a frightful burden of responsibility. If 
people are hungry in the Free State to-day, 
they must shoulder the blame. When the 
day of reckoning comes these seven men 
will be required to give an account of their 
stewardship ; and they will have no excuse.

HERE was a good deal of interest 
among deputies at Leinster House 
vesterday in Mr. Thomas’s Wstate- 
ment in the House of Commons as to the 
sition of the Free State in regard to the 
Ottawa Agreements Bill, The published 
statements appear to be in some respects 
contradictory, but it seems to be the fact 
that, in respect of some commodities, the 
double duties will operate after the 15th 
' November. 

The Special Duties Act of July last im- 
posed a 20 per cent. tax on certain Free 
State commodities by way of recoupment 
for the loss of the land annuities. These 
were imposed on live animals for food, 
animals not for food, butter, eggs, cream, 
bacon, pork, poultry and game, and other 
meats of all kinds. 

Of these butter, eggs, cream, and 
poultry and game will become liable t- 
the general tariff of 10 per cent. because 
thev are not included in the free list. On 
this assumption live animals for food, 
animals not for food, bacon and pork 
would still be liable only to the 20 per 
cent. 

Worsted goods exported will, it seems, 
almost certainly be involved in the 10 per 
cent. duties, and possibly two other large 
Dublin industries. In the absenoe of fuller 
mformation, however, it is impossible to 
say with any degree of certainty what the 
full effect of the proposed legislation will 
he.

Following upon the debate in the House 
of Commons on the Ottawa Agreement Bill 
the position in regard to the Irish Free 
State was not clearly comprehended, and 
it was supposed by some that the situa- 
tion now ruling would not be affected, but 
such is not quite correct. 

The bill provides that on goods grown, 
produced or manufactured in the Irish 
Free State, the duties chargeable under the 
provisions of the Act, or under any Order 
made under Section 3 of the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, by virtue of the provisions of 
the Ottawa Bill, shall not become charge- 
able until the earliest date on which no 
Order is in force by virtue of which duties 
are chargeable under the Irish Free State 
(Special Duties) Act, 1932, or such later 
day as may be fixed by resolution of the 
House of Commons. 

This in effect means that the Irish Free 
State is unaffected by the additional tariffs 
which may be imposed by the Ottawa 
Agreements Act during the period the 
special duties remain in operation. 

Section 3 of the Ottawa Bill is under- 
stood to apply only to additional duties 
and not to the 10 per cent. ad valorem 
duty, which will apply to all articles 
imported unless specifically excluded. In 
the case of the Irish Free State (Special 
Duties Act ad valorem duty of 20 per 
cent. is imposed on a number of imports, 
and some of these goods figure in the free 
list of the Import Duties Act, and the duty 
will remain unaltered. 

Goods not so distinguished will become 
subject te the 20 per cent. under the 
Special Duties Act, and an additional 10 
per cent. under the Import Duties Act. 
Thus dairy produce, poultry and game will 
be subjected to a duty of 30 per cent. after 
November 15th, while live animals, pork, 
bacon and other meat will be liable to the 
now existing duty of 20 per cent. All 
other goods from the Irish Free State 
which have no place in the free list will be 
liable to an ad ralorem duty of 10 per 
cent.

PURCHASES. 


GLUTTED MARKET 
HALF UNSOLD. 


- 


| eRe ought to be plenty of cheap 
meat in Dublin this week. 

At the Dublin Cattle Market yesterday, 
owing to.the weight of supplies in all 
departments, trade was exceedingly slow, 
and prices generally showed a further 
decline. It was not merely a question of 
selling at ruinous prices, but for many 
cattle and sheep the sellers were not even 
asked what they wanted. The net result 
was a big carry-over, nearly half the 
number of animals forward remaining 
unsold. 

Fat cattle numbered 5,151, or 479 more 
than last week ; fat sheep and lambs 8,184, 
or 787 more than last week, and 1,102 
pigs, an increase of 186. These figures 
represent the size of a market in normal 
times, and, in view of the emergency 
duties on Irish Free State stock in Great 
Britain and the consequent general slack- 
ness in the demand, were far above the 
needs of exporters. 


NEVER WORSE. 


One cattle dealer with half a century’s 
experience of Dublin market declared that 
he had never seen prices for cattle as bad 
within 5s. per cwt. 

For choice light-weight Aberdeen-Angus 
heifers values ranged from 24s. to 28s. 
per cwt., live weight, the average run of 
prices being from 20s. to 23s., at which 
rate per cwt. the bulk of the sales were 
effected.’ Big, strong bullocks were in slow 
request at fully 20s. per head less than 
last week. On that occasion, however, an 
improvement was recorded in these par- 
ticular animals, and yesterday this im- 
provement was not maintained. In effect, 
good polly beasts were from ls. to 2s. per 
ewt. live weight worse than last week, 
while second grade beef was probably 3s. 
to 4s. per cwt. less than last week. The 
only cattle for which there. was a really 
good demand were well-finished Aberdeen- 
Angus. 


FOR BELGIUM, 


A buyer on behalf of Belgian interests 
purchased a number of heavy-weight 
bullocks at prices ranging from 22s. to 
25s. per cwt., but these purchases were not 
sufficient to influence the market. 

There were hundreds of second-rate 
cattle which did not elicit a single bid. 

In the sheep market trade was even 
worse, and very many lots remained unsold, 
Lambs for export were sold at prices 
ranging from 8s, to 15s. per head, this 
being considered as much as they were 
worth to exporters, who had to pay the 
20 per cent. duty in Great Britain. This 
works out at about 4d. per pound. High 
grade lambs with an estimated body weight 
of 60lb. realised 21s. per head, while big 
ewes (of about 100]b. weight) sold at 25s. 
each. 

As will be seen, the export trade was 
exceedingly poor, and home buyers took 
advantage of this and the heavy offerings 
to make their purchases at the lowest 
possible price.

That 
discussion owas resumed with the 
Dominions Office during July, 1932. The 
proposal of the Government was 
with a view to preserving’ order on the 
waters of Lough Foyle, an inferim ad- 
ministrative arrangement should be con- 
cluded pending settlement of the fishery 
dispute, and without prejudice to the 
general question of the jurisdiction of the 
Irish Free State over the waters of the 
Lough. It was hoped that that proposal 
would have resulted in a temporary settle- 
ment of the matter under discussion, satis- 
factory to both Governments. 

The British Government, however, made 
it a condition precedent to any intertm 
arrangement, that the Government of the 
Irish Free State should agree to arbitra- 
tion by a British Commonwealth 
tribunal of the legal issues involved in 
regard to the boundary between the Irish 
Free State and the United Kingdom in the 
Lough Foyle area. The Government of 
the Irish Free State declined to submit 
any Treaty issue to a British Common- 
wealth tribunal. 


TEMPORARY SCHEME, 


“We are prepared, however, at any 
time,” Nr. de Valera said, “to conclude 
a temporary arrangement on the [lines 
already indicated. The incidents which 
have been taking place in Lough Foyle 
during the past two years have arisen 
out of the attempt of the servants of 
the Foyle and Bann Fishery Com- 
pany to enforce against Irish Free 
State fishermen an alleged right of 
several fishery which had been in. dispute, 
and has remained unlitigated in the courts 
of the Irish Free State since the Irish 
Free State was established. It is that dis- 
puted claim which has caused the trouble 
and made the discussions which have 
taken place necessary. The natural and 
proper course to take in the circumstances 
is to conclude a temporary administrative 
arrangement for policing and preserving 
order on the Lough pending the settlement 
of the dispute.” | 


BRITISH PROPOSAL, 


It was wholly unnecessary, Mr. de 
Valera added, to raise the general question 
of jurisdiction on this particular issue.

DISTRIBUTING DEPOTS 
TO BE OPENED.

HE Free State Government's scheme to 

supply milk free to poor people in 

receipt of outdoor relief will come into 
operation on November 1. 

The Government, as already announced, 
has allocated £100,000 to meet the cost of 
the scheme, and of this sum the Irish 
Times learns that £27,000 will come to 
Dublin for distribution by the Dublin 
Board of Assistance. | 

The advantages which will accrue from 
this milk scheme are at once apparent. 
The food voucher now issued is stated to 
be insufficient in value to purchase the 
quantity of milk demanded by growing 
children. From November 1 babies in the 
Dublin slums and throughout the State 
generally, where necessary, will be given 
milk that is clean and _ wholesome. 
Councils having charge of the administra- 
tion of the scheme are preparing to start 
distribution of these milk supplies, and in 
Dublin it is learned that the ,Board of 
Assistance has accepted an offer by the 
Infant Aid Society to administer the 
scheme, by which the poor will get the 
benefit of the saving in expense. 


GRADE A MILK TO BE 
SUPPLED. 


Milk dépéts will be opened up in areas 
where poverty and sickness are prevalent, 
and mothers who have been given vouchers 
will present them at these dépéts, receiv- 
ing in exchange daily supplies of milk. 
It is estimated that each child considered 
to be within the scope of the plan will 
get milk to the value of 8s. per month. 

The Infant Aid Society will issue the 
vouchers on the recommendation of the 
Dublin Union authorities. 

Tenders for milk supplies will not be 
considered unless the Assistance Board is 
satisfied that Grade A _ tubercle-tested 
milk will be supplied by the vendors. 
This important provision whick will en- 
sure that growing children shall be safe- 
guarded against contracting disease from 
impure milk as far as it is scientifically 
possible now to do so, will in a way 
mean the first step towards the official re- 
cognition of specified milk grades. 

This has been advocated by the Irish 
Clean Milk Society, which is urging that 
the Government should introduce legisla- 
tion to ensure a pure milk supply within 
the State 


CO. MEATH’S SCHEME. 


It is estimated that the milk scheme 
about to be inaugurated by Meath 
County Board of Health will cost for the 
year ending March 31, 1933, £1,540. 
Under the scheme milk will be supplied 
on order issued by the Home Assistance 
Officers at the rate of one pint per day 
for each child, the maximum being four 
pints daily. In families where the 
parents are suffering from tuberculosis or 
anzmia the children will receive two pints 
each daily, with a maximum of six pints 
daily.

Eye-witnesses of the crash stated that 
apparently no attempt was made by the 
men to escape from their ‘plane by para- 
chutes. The machine, it was stated, took 
only seven seconds to dive to the ground, 
the heavy metal parts of the ’plane being 
buried in the earth to the depth of six feet. 

Flight-Lieutenant Burbury was accom- 
panied by a mechanic at the time of the 
collision. 

When the accident occurred the two 
machines were engaged in formation flying 
over the aerodrome, 


EYE-WITNESS’S ACCOUNT. 


“The two ’planes were flying quite close 
together, and then broke formation,’’ an 
eye-witness told a Press reporter. 
“ After they had parted one of them 
looped the loop, but ~pparently its nose 
touched the tail of vhe: other machine. 
This machine, with its tail damaged, 
hurtled to the ground like a stone, It was 
terribly damaged, and fell with such force 
that its engine was buried deep in the 
ground. 

“The crash occurred on Farnborough 
Common, on the edge of the aerodrome. 
The noise of it must have been heard a 
considerable distance away. The machine 
did not burst into flames. R.A.F. officers 
and others who were near by rushed to 
the scene, but it was apparent that ‘there 
was little hope of saving either of the men. 

“ The other machine landed safely, and 
it is a fine tribute to the pilot’s skill that 
it did so. There was a fairly strong wind 
blowing at the time, but he managed to 
get his machine into the wind and made a 
good landing. Half his propeller had been 
carried away by the impact of the two 
machines.”’

The publicity value of rioting 
is thoroughly well understood by the 
organisers of these senseless demonstra- 
tions. The name with which they have 
labelled their dupes is mischievously mis- 
leading in itself; for “ hunger-marchers ”’ 
implies a state of starvation which would 
really preclude this particular form of 
protest, and no one in England is allowed 
by the State to perish of hunger. But 
these points may not all be understood 
abroad, and it may also easily be forgotten 
by some foreign readers that demonstra- 
tions such as these are freely allowed in 
this country, whereas they are restricted, 
or altogether prohibited, elsewhere. 

The fact that any sort of rioting is so 
rare in this country, in spite of its easy- 
going regulations, must naturally give 
them an additional appearance of import- 
ance, and now that professional organisers 
have decided to exploit a cheap form of 
discrediting the Government—for some 
repercussion of discredit, deserved or un- 
deserved, must be expected—it becomes a 
question. whether there should not be 
closer restriction of street demonstrations. 
They were carried out yesterday to the 
gfeat encumbrance of the traffic over an 
important part of London, and caused con- 
siderable inconvenience to those who were 
going about their ordinary business. Is 
there to be no limit to the right of the 
workless to hamper the workers? The evil 
will grow if it is not checked. There are 
plenty of ways in which legitimate dis- 
content may be rationally expressed. The 
Government must seriously consider 
whether the spurious importance which 
these mass manceuvres are bound to be 
given at home and abroad should not be 
countered by spevial restrictive measures.

as ERIOUS disorder marked the demonstration in Hyde Park, London, 


yesterday, of the hunger marchers w

Mounted police charged the crowd, both in and outside the park. 
Missiles of mud, gravel, lumps of turf, and-in one case stones, were thrown 


at the police.

TWO THOUSAND MARCHERS. 


- 


In drenching rain, with drums beating 
and red flags waving, the 2,000 men and 
women hunger marchers left in the morn- 
ing the suburbs where they had spent the 
night, for Hyde Park to demonstrate 
against the means test and economy re- 
ductions. 

The processions were carefully and skil- 
fully marshalled. By half-past three, when 
the mass meetings of the demonstrators 
were about to begin, the crowd in the park 
must have numbered between 15,000 and 
20,000. people. 

Then as the crowd grew even larger the 
trouble began. 

The first note of disorder came when 
mounted police were called out to deal 
with a disturbance in Cumberland place, 
leading to Marble Arch. Women shoppers 
from Oxford street were crushed in the | 
crowd. After the disturbance had been | 
quietened the police forbade anyone to 
enter Cumberland place from the Marble | 
Arch end, 


POLICE CHARGE. 


The first police charge followed a dis- 
turbance when a man was arrested near 
the railings of Hyde Park, fifty yards 
from Marble Arch. Immediately a great 
crowd, thousands strong, surged towards 
the park railings, while others ran along 
the pavements to the spot. A police lorry 
drove up, and, while the man was 
struggling with two policemen and two 
plain clothes officers, all with drawn 
truncehons, the crowd began hissing and | 
booing. 

As the lorry drew off the crowd rushed 
after it, and when it arrived at Edgware 
road traffic was at a stand-still. Twelve , 
mounted policemen charged with drawn 
batons, striking right and left. | 

Another contingent of about twenty | 
mounted policemen joined their colleagues 
and chased the crowd into the by-streets 
off Edgware road. There were one or two 
casualties, and several arrests were made, 


Many shop windows in the district were 
smashed, and shop assistants rushed to 
upper rooms, 7 

With the approach of the rush hours 
conditions at Marble Arch became chaotic. 
Mounted police strove hard to force a way 
for the traffic, which was constantly being 
held up, as fresh disturbances broke out. 


SECOND CHARGE. 


A second police charge was made follow- 
ing a further disturbance in Great 
Cumberland place. The uniformed men 
did not use their batons, but they were 
easily able to clear the crowded street. 


This second charge was the sequel to an 
ugly disturbance when the window of a 
post office was smashed by a brick thrown 


by someone in the crowd. Handfuls of 
mud were thrown against the windows of 
police cars drawn up in the street. 

Two minutes after this disturbance the 
police cleared the street, and several 
arrests were made. 


Two mounted policemen were hemmed in | 


by a crowd which completely blocked the 
entire length of Bryanston street. Care- 
fully the officers, amid boos and jeers, 
made their way out of the crowd. No 
sooner had they left than a powerful 
tender, filled with police officers, drove up. 
With its hooter shrieking it drove at a slow 
pace through Bryanston street, the crowd 
scattering on either side. 

The police tender had got half-way up 
Bryanston street, when it was met by a 


number of mounted officers who had come | 


from the far end. The mounted men 
pressed their way through the dense crowd, 
and in a short time had the street com- 
pletely cleared. Meanwhile motor cars, 
crammed with police officers, were being 
driven at a fast rate towards Hyde Park. 


SPECIAL CONSTABLES 
THREATENED. - 


As the crowd grew ever larger in the 
Park a section took exception to a small 
body of special constables and an ugly 
moment followed. About a thousand men 
made a threatening advance towards the 
special constables, but a chase took them 
out of the Park and around Connaught 
Place. Here a coal cart was being un- 
loaded, and some of the men picked up 
lumps of coke and threw them _ indis- 
criminately. 

A shop window and a window of one of 
the flats were broken. It was only by 
galloping up and down the road that the 
mounted police were able to clear a way 
for the traffic. 

The police had big reserves not only of 
men actually on duty, but of officers wait- 
ing to be called upon should an emergency 
arise. 

After a period of some tension at Marble 
Arch the persistent efforts of the police 
were successful in clearing the street to 
the extent of allowing traffic to move at 
slow intervals. 


MEETINGS IN PARK, 


The meetings in the Park gathered 
around six platforms, widely separated 
over a big space. 

Mr. Saklatvala and Mr. Tom Mann were 
among those on the platforms. 

With the crowd having plenty of room 
to move the police had no difficulty. 


Many of the marchers left the crowd 
and went to distant parts of the Park and 
sat on their packs to rest and eat | 
sandwiches. 


As lorries came to a stand-still at the | 


end of Edgware road dozens of demon- 
strators scrambled aboard, and seizing 
brushes, piping sticks and other articles 
in the lorries, waved them at the mounted 
police, past whom they were driven. 

One lorry, loaded with demonstrators. 
scattered the crowd just as the policemen 
had done earlier. It was filled with young 
men, who waved red banners and shouted: 
“To —— with the National Government.’’ 


UGLY INCIDENTS. 


Shortly before 4.30 the situation inside | 


the Park itself, where the meetings had 
been proceeding with perfect order, 
suddenly developed along ugly lines. 
‘Attracted away from the meetings by the 
sound of shouts and cheering from the 
immense crowds gathered near Marble 
Arch, mobs formed inside the Park around 


the entrances, Mounted police suddenly 
charged from Marble Arch down Bays 
water road, scattering the people. Many, 
however, entered the Park by a lower gate, 
and approaching from within the Park 
again formed up near Marble Arch. 
Mounted police trotted through the 


crowds trying to disperse them, but they 
grew steadily more “hostile, — e police 


tense that some twenty mounted officers, 
who were grouped under trees in the Park, 
were called upon to assist in dispersing 
the meb. 

The policemen waved their batons, but 
so far as an eye-witness could judge no one 
at this stage was struck. 

A number of men began to pull down 
branches from trees and pull up the 
triangle railings just inside the Park. A 
contingent of mounted police entering the 
Park at the time charged the men with 
drawn batons. For a few seconds there 
was chaos while the mounted police rushed 
about chasing the men, who hurled back 
lumps of turf and anything they could lay 
their hands on. 

A number of people were knocked down, 
and ambulances were summoned. 

Several people received injuries during 
the various skirmishes and were taken to 


i neighbouring hospitals. Most of them were 


able to leave, however, after treatment. 
Chief Inspector Oger, of the Marylebone 
Division, and a special constable were 
among the hurt. They were taken to St. 
George's Hospital with head wounds. 


RAILINGS PULLED DOWN. 

As the crowd began to disperse it was 
seen that dozens of yards of iron ratilings 
inside the Park had been pushed over by 
the pressure of the crowd. 

The processions, strongly guarded by 
police, moved out of the Park )n an 
orderly manner. 

By about 5.15 ail the columns of hunger- 
marchers had left the Park. They were 
marshalled at their meeting piace into 
formation and marched out ol the gates 
with extraordinary speed. The crowd at 
Marble Arch at this time was still large, 
but the police had it well in hand. 

Traffic was flowing without interrup- 
tion, except during the period when the 
marchers were leaving the Park, when 
traffic was completely held up. 

After leaving the Park the 
marchers marched to -their 
headquarters. 

One leader said to a reporter: ‘‘We are 
extremely satisfied with the results of the 
Hyde Park demonstration, although we de- 
precate the action of Lord Trenchard in 
introducing special constables on to the 
scene. We think that the specials should 
have been used for the outlying districts. 
The Metropolitan Police were extremely 
good to us. They allowec us into Hyde 
Park without any trouble, and there would 
have been no disturbance at all but for the 
attitude of the Special Constabulary, for 
whom the workers seem to have no par- 
ticular regard.”’ 

Shortly after eleven o’clock last hight 
it was learned that fourteen arrests had 
been made. 

The cases will be dealt with by 
magistrates at Marlborough street 
Marylebone Police Courts to-day. 


DEMONSTRATIONS 
PROVINCES. 

Demonstrations took place at several 
provincial cities and tow: yesterday, but 
there was little serious disorder. 

At Birmingham a procession ef men, 
women and children marched round the 
main streets, while others tried te gain 
an audience with the Lord Mayor (Alcer- 
man W. H. Burman). 

At Manchcster a number of unemployed 
set off from a mass meeting with the in- 
tention of marching to the Town Hall. 
Police were hurried’ to the scene in vans, 
and formed a cordon Oxford road, 
where the ranks of the marchers were 
broken up. 

The men dispersed and reassembled a 
short distance away, and were again 
broken up. 

At the Town Hall a deputation entered 
to convey to the Lord Mayor. the terms of 
a resolution protesting against the means 
test. but were informed that as they had 
no appointment they could not see the 
Lord Mayor. 

At Glasgow extraordinary precautions 
were taken to protect the municipal build- 
ings, following a rumour that the unem- 
ployed intended to storm the building... 

Larce forces of mounted and foot police 
were on dutv. and a procession about 
10.000 strong reached the neighbourhood 
about 3 p.m. It was quite orderly, and 
obeved the instructions of the police to 
keep moving. After marching round the 
buildings several times, singing, and call- 
ing for the rep:al of the means test, the 
demonstrators left on a march through the

Reoccupied by Presbyterian 
Faculty. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

The Assembly’s College, Belfast, which has 
been used for the past eleven years as a tem- 
porary Parliament House, was .reoceupied this 
afternoon by the Presbyterian Church Faculty 
for the purpose for which it was erected—the 
training of students for the ministry of the 
Pregbyterian Church in Ireland. For several 
months the building has been in the hands 
of contractors, who have carried out an ex- 
tensive scheme of repair, renovation and ré- 
furnishing.

Cork County Council to-day unanimous!

O'Callaghan :— That, with a view to more 
economic administration of medical services 
and greater efficiency in hospital administras 
tion in Nortli Cork area, a loan of £10,000

ARDINAL BOURNE, Archbishop of

“I am not disposed to. be pessimistic,’’ he 
said, “ and I am not given to exaggeration, 
but there is no doubt that Communisn is 3 
growing menace in this country. I hear 
sometimes of young Catholics who, no doubt, 
would repudiate that they were Communists, 
but who would not tolerate any criticism of 


believe that what is happening in Russia is 
re politics, but they should know that it is 
efinitely anti-Christian and anti-religious. 

‘There is an important work to be done 
to guard our young Catholic manhood 
against the evils of the Communistic spirit. 
It-is a diabolical movement, directed against 
civilisation, which is founded on Christianity, 
and, therefore, directed against God Himself. 

‘There are aetive agents of Communism, 
and their propaganda is all over Europe. 
They have plenty of money, and are 
determined to bring. all nations into this 
terrible movement. 

“I do not know of any. organisation better 
able to fight the invasion of Communism 
than the Anights of Saint Columba. 


RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS. 


“In this battle against Communism, how- 
ever, you will be inevitably fighting a losin 
battle in this country if you do not teach 
definite religion in the elementary schools.

Diocese of Derry and Raphoe to-day :— 

The Rev. William Kelly moved :—‘* That 
we hereby appoint a Union Committee to 
consider the question of union with the other 
Churches in Ireland (exelading Rome), and to 
consider the possible lines of advance in the 
light of the Lambeth Conference resolutions 
of 1920 and 1930.'' 

Mr. Kelly referred to the recent 
unions of Churches, including the union in 
South India, which had been described as a 
miracle of grace. His idea was that informa- 
tion about reunion should be disseminated and 
interest aroused in the question, as the laity 
of the Church of Ireland had not been in- 
structed in the matter. 

The Rev. James Kelly seconded the motion. 

Canon Sullivan, Omagh, said that they 
should leave out the words ‘“ excludin 
Rome,’ as the Lambeth Conference eala 
excluded no Church. 

Mr. J. R. Scott, D.L., said that there was 
a Home Reunion Committee appointed by the 
General Synod, which was exploring avenues 
towards reunion. They should not move asa 
diocese unless the committee gave up. — It 
was a question that should move from the 
centre to the circumference and not vice versa. 
He proposed that a committee should be 
formed to act with and for the Home Com- 
mittee of the General Synod if and when re- 
quired. . 

The Dean of Derry agreed with Mr. Scott, 
and the Rev. Mr. Kelly intimated that he 
would agree to the substitution of Mr. Scott's 
proposal for his. 

Mr. J. F. A. Simms said that there was no 
use in appointing a committee at all at that 
stage, as when the time came the General 
Synod would refer the matter to the Diocese. 
When that happened they could appoint a 
committee, Mr. Kelly, he suggested, should 
withdraw his motion for the time being. 

Canon Duncan suggested the adjournment 
of the motion; tt was supported by Mr. 
T. C. Wylie. 

Eventually it was decided that the Rev. 
Mr. Kelly should give notice of motion for 
next years Synod as the motion stood at 
present. 

The President of the Synod (the Right 
Rev. Dr, Peacocke, Bishop of Derry and 
Raphoe) then entered into the discussion. 
The words “excluding Rome,’ he said, should 
be omitted. 

‘There “is not the slightest chance of 
our taking on Rome, at any rate,’’ he added.

MINISTRY CRITICISED. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 


A further discussion arose. out of the 
reading of the report of the Derry Diocesan 
Board of Education, in which it was stated 
that one school had been trarisferred and 
another was being transferred to the educa- 
tion authority, and that, as the inadequate 
supply of Church of Ireland candidate 
teachers would seriously affect the future of 
the Church and schools, managers wereasked to 
encourage Eag young Church. people in 
their parishes to train for the teaching pro- 
fession. 

The Rev. W. T. MacCourt, Castlederg, said 
that. in Stranmillis there should be one half 
of the candidates from the Charch of Ire- 
land, whereas there was only one-third. How 
would it affect the future of the Church 
schools? In the case of transferred and pro- 
vided schools, the teachers from the Church 
would stand a very poor chance, 

There was one reason for the lack of 
teachers, and that was the Ministry’s regula- 
tion that cand dates for the profession must 
pass through secondary schools, which not 
all their people could afford. They were 
not satisfied that the standard of education 
in secondary schools was up to the same class 
as that in their Church elementary schools. 
People who went through these secondary 
schools and imbibed. that atmosphere were 
not fit to teach their children. 

The Rev. David Kelly said that there were 
five schools in hs parish, and the Ministry 
absolutely forbade him to appoint a Church 
candidate, 

The Rev. R. S. Benson said that they 
would require more information before they 
made such allegations against the reliyious 
education given in secondary schools, 

The Rev. J. G. MacManaway, M.A.—I can 
supply ‘detailed informaton. It is part of 
my duty to give religious instruction in 
secondary schools. It is not the fault of 
secondary schools, but the Mimistry, who 
allow almost no time whatever for religious 
instruction—one half-hour in the whole week. 
The dsgraceful state of religious education 
is not the fault of the school authorities, but 
of the Ministry. : 


‘* AMERICANISING.”’ 

The Dean of Derry, when moving the re- 
ort of the diocesan representatives on the 
United Education. Committee of the Pro- 
testant. Churches, which stated that it was 
hoped that satisfactory results would happen 
from the settlement giving each Protestant 
Church the right to nominate one repre- 
sentative on the Committee of Management 
of Stranmillis Training College, said :i— . 

“Tf the present Government is not hostile 
to religious education they certainly want to 
cold shoulder it eltogether. It is simply an 
attempt to Americanise our system of Go- 
vernment. Those who desire the country 
reduced to the state of America will cordially 
endorse the actions of the Government, but 
those who desire the old traditions which 
produce its greatness. will wish otherwise. It 
was well to impress on the Government the 
desirability of giving their church schools the 
facilities to which they. were entitled under 
the Education Act.” 

The Rev. J. G. Macmanaway seconded the 
report, which was adopted. 

roposing the adoption ‘of the Diocesan 
Council report, the Dean of Derry said that 
it had been prophesied that if the Church 
disestablished it would cease to exist. How 
false that prophesy had been was shown by 
the fact that since 1871 gifts and uests 
from parishioners amounted to ,024. 
These were gifts from members of a Church 
whose enémies said that it was dead before 
they were given. 

ointing to the fact that in a number of 
parishes there had been an increase in the 
debt of assessment, he said that in some 
cases this was due to slackness and the lack 
of real interest and their position was abso- 
lutely shamed by the noble efforts of many 
poorer parishes in.

STAFF NUMBERS 23,396. 

Mr: J. J. . McElligott, Secretary to the 
Department. of Finance, who was the first 
witness called, stated that on January 1, 
1952, the total employed in the Civil Ser- 
vice numbered 23, 306, of whom 4,600 were 

rt-time officials. 21.035 were employed in 
1922. The cost (including bonus) in 1922 
was £4,170;861, but now, in January, 1932, 
it was down to £3,947,969. In April, 1922, 
there were 940 established and 760 unestab- 
lished women civil servants. transferred 
t» the Free State Government. Now there 
are 1,434 established and 103 unestablished 
women civil servants. This increase was due 
to recruitment by open competition of women 
in larger numbers for all: posts and the 
establishment of temporary officers by 
limited competitions. 


INVASION OF WOMEN. 

‘‘A striking feature of the Civil Service 
at the present day, as compared with 1922," 
said the witness, “is the increase of women 
in all branches. Women have invaded what 
was the happy hunting ground of men. 
Women are now beating men all over the 
place in examinations.’ 

The increase in the personne! of the Ser- 
vice had been due in part, he continued, to 
the expansion of services taken over from 
the British and in part to the establishment 
of new services. At the change of Govern- 
ment difficulties were accentuated by the re- 
tirement under Article 10 of the Treaty of 
a large number of experienced officials. 
As a Civil Service Commission for the 
Free State had not ben se up 
then, the staff. necessary to cope with the 
new conditions had to be recruited without 
the tests normally applied. In addition there 
was a considerable number of temporary 
officials who had been already recruited by 
the British during the Great War without 
such tests, and a further large number of 
similar persounel had to be brought in by 
the Free State Government. In 1924 the 
Civil Service: Commission revised the rates 
and scales of pay on Free State standards, 


KNOWS HIS OWN VALUE. 

The civil servant, said Mr. _ McElligoit, 
like employés in other. occupations, had a 
fixed idea of his-own value, and the miscon- 
ception of his real value tended to expand 
rather than diminish as he grew older in the 
service. That servant. usually asked for 
greater pay, and his application, baving 
passed through the ordinary channels, 
reached ihe « Department of Finance, 
where a decision had fo be . made. 
Men who . were. refused increased pay 
were discontented; conseyuently the Finance 
Department, and the Minister himself had a 
thankless task to perform. In was delicate 
task to avoid difficulties such as he had 
mentioned and at. the same time preserve 
efficiency in the Civil Service. 

Mr. H. P. Boland, of the Department of 
Finance, said that the position of the Civil 
Service was pow well stabilised, and the 
difficulties of the earlier years did not now 
prevail, They anticipated no violent changes 
at the present moment. 


BONUS DECREASE OF £600,000. 

The amount of the bonus paid to the Civil 
Service for the year ending April Ist, 1922, 
totalled £1,658,000, and for the year ending 
April ist, 1952, £1,054,000, being a decrease 
of £600,000 in the bonus charge. 

In reply to Senator Johnson, Mr. Boland 
said that the particulars submitted showed 
that there were 3335 of the administrat ve 
and executive class with -maximum salaries 
exceeding £500 a year, but a number might 
not be in receipt of the maximum. 

In reply to further questions by members 
of the Commission, Mr. Boland said that the 
point that there were too. many classes in the 
Civil Service had often been mentioned. It 
must be realised, however, that the Service 
represented every. activity of government. 
Legislation was reflected in the number of 
grades and classes. Ihe division mito 
certain classes resulted in a considerable 
saving. | 

Mr. Duffy said it was a common exper'ence 
to have from three to six inspectors from. de- 
partments. visit one small town in a week. 

Mr. Boland said that, in the case of the 
Department. of Agriculture, they might have 
butter, cheese and other things to be in- 
spected in one building in a morning. 


TEMPORARY CLERKS PASS OUT. 

Temporary clerks who had failed to pass 
examinations for Pres ought to have 
disappeared already. The Government had, 
in fact, discharged a good many of 
them. Some of the writing clerks had 
failed to pass examinations for qualification 
as clerical officers. There was no recruitment 
for them now. Their duties consisted in 
copying documents, inserting figures in books 
or writing head-lines on files.

Speaking of what would happen 
if a Socialist Government came into office— 
and it would not be long if the present chaos 
was not ended—he said that their “policy 
would have to be experimental, but they 
would embark upon measures for collective 
bulk purchases, rather than tariffs. 


MR. RUNCIMAN’S REPLY. 


Mr. Runciman (President of the Board of 
Trade) in winding up the debate, denied that 
the Government s tariff policy had anything 
to do with the fall in exports. He answered 
numerous points raised in the course of the 
discussion, and he summed up the general 
position of Great Britain in the world’s 
markets towards the end of an extremely 
effective speech. In his view, he said, Great 
Britain as a market, as the centre of finance, 
and as a world force, must remain the more 
important. and vital part. of the Empire. The 
policy of the United Kingdom as a creditor 
country, with investments both inside and 
outside the Empire, was to cultivate com- 
mercial and financial freedom and activity, 
but this freerllom and activity was limited by 
the policy of the rest of the world and of the 
Dominions. These limitations could and 
ought to be the subject of negotiations, and 


| such. negotiations could most usefully hegin 


with the Empire countries and afterwards be 
conducted with the most important foreign 
nations. 

The extension of Empire trade within the 
Kkmpire involved the readjustment of existing 
tarifis, and remembering the need of 
freedom and activity, that . .adjust- 
ment ought to be on a low level. 
The export trade of the United Kingdom was 
dependent upon the restoration of the pur- 
chasing power of the wide areas. of the world 
devoted tothe production of* primary com- 
modities, If we were put. on a fair competitive 
basis, we could. hold our own against the com- 
petition of all the world. The preference 
given to’the Dominions aimed: at stimulating 
our competitive power. Preferences given to 
this country aimed at the extension of the 
purchasing power of the Dominions. Prefer- 
emces which were not effective because the 
tariff was prohibitive were not genuine pre- 
ferences. Each preference should be such as 
to give a fighting chance to every enterpris- 
ing, efficient producer within the Empire. 
What he personally welcomed at Ottawa was 
every step towards an extension of world as 
well as Empire trade. He was glad to have 
had any part or lot in obtaining a fighting 
chance for our manufacturers re aici 
What might be done, and would be done, was 
to build on the foundation now laid the 
future prosperity of the Empire.

VIEWS OF BELFAST 
HEADMASTER. 


OUR QwWwn CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

Mr. A. F Foster, M.A., the Headmaster of 
Belfast Rove! Academy, the oldest secondary 
school in th: city, speaking at the prize dis- 
tribution to-day declared :— “ Corporal 
unishment does not exist in this school, 
is two thousand years ago a great educa- 
tionalist, Quintilian, stated that he disliked 
the principle of flogging the young. 

In my opinion it is « bad and dangerous 
practice, bad for the pupil, «nd, perhaps, 
worse for the teacher. and if I had my way I 
would banish it completely from the scuools. 
But I vould banish also the system which 
makes it almost inevitable, under which fifty 
children or more are cooped up for a long, 
laborious day with one harassed teacher. 
Surely, we can contrive something better to- 
day for our young people than to herd them 
by scores into a pen and drive their teachers 
to subdue them by violence. '' 

Mr. Justice Hanna, who is cn old boy of 
the school. after presenting the prives, con- 
fessed that he was one of the unfortunate 
victims of corporal punishment, and remarked 
that he could not say it did Lim any good, 
but it did him no harm While he had no 
theories on education, he could on the ques- 
tion of corporal punishment speak with a 
little authority.

punishment known.
